Art  Bars  in  their  Hetjdaij! 

By  Stephanie  O’Neil  #451 

In  the  early  1970’s,  there  was  a  new  craze  buzzing  among  coin  dealers  and  coin 
collectors  alike  The  word  was  out,  and  that  word  was  “Silver  Art  Bars!” 

Collectors  and  dealers  pushed  art  bars  through  the  news  media  via  advertising 
and  articles  in  Coin  World  and  Numismatic  News  Authors  were  make  their  way 
by  writing  and  publishing  books  and  booklets  on  the  subject  of  999  fine  silver 
one  ounce  art  bars  Engravers  of  bars  were  on  the  scene,  sketching  ideas  created 
by  the  dealers. 

Minters  and  silver  were  much  sought  after  by  dealers,  as  both  were  an  essential 
and  vita!  part  of  the  art  bar  industry  Advance  orders  were  being  taken  All  was 
well  with  the  bar  scene  It  must  have  been  an  exciting  time  back  in  the  70’ s  for 
everyone  involved  with  the  new  fad  Fad  -  they  hoped  not,  as  a  lot  of  money, 
time  and  effort  were  poured  into  the  industry  Profits  -  they  hoped  so,  but 
would  not  know  initially,  as  it  was  a  ‘wait  and  see’  venture  with  an  uncertain 
outcome! 

People  were  purchasing  bars  for  various  reasons  A  newly  created  hobby  and 
the  eye-catching  beauty  of  the  artwork  were  two,  and  yes,  there  was  also  the 
speculation  of  the  hedge  against  inflation  There  would  always  be  the  intrinsic 
value  of  silver  that  collectors  could  rely  upon.  One  could  not  go  wrong,  but 
what  went  wrong  with  the  decline  of  the  art  bar  industry  and  hobby9  Had  the 
bar  industry  seen  its'  better  days’  and  had  those  been  in  1973  and  1974? 

Did  you  know...? 

•  The  oldest  art  bars  listed  in  the  Fifth  Edition  are  four  bars,  each  dated  1966 
and  minted  by  World  Mint 

■  In  1968,  only  13  bars  were  minted 

•  In  1969,  44  bars  were  minted 

•  In  1970,  23  bars  were  minted 

•  In  1971,  138  bars  were  minted 

•  In  1972,  146  bars  were  minted. 

1973  and  1974  were  the  heydays  for  art  bars  as  the  total  amount  of  art  bars 
minted  during  those  two  years  (1907)  equaled  one-third  of  all  bars  minted  from 
their  inception  It  seemed  dealers  could  not  keep  up  with  the  demand  for  art 
bars.  Silver  spot  was  $2.56  to  $4  00  an  ounce  in  the  early  1970’s.  More  bar 
clubs  were  surfacing  and  membership  totals  were  increasing  What  happened? 

The  Hunt  brothers  of  Texas  cornered  the  market  on  silver  in  1979  and  1980, 
which  in  turn  shot  the  price  of  silver  up  to  $50  an  ounce  until  the  government 
interceded

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Did  you  know  that  in  1979,  only  83  bars  were  minted  and  in  1980  an  even 
smaller  amount  (66  bars)  were  made1  Bars  made  in  1979  and  1980  should  be 
very  collectible  in  their  own  right  since  so  few  bars  were  made  Madison  Mint, 
Greathouse  and  World  Wide  Mint  were  the  real  troopers  of  that  time  as  they 
were  the  only  three  mints  to  keep  production  rolling  those  two  consecutive 
years  World  Wide  Mint  was  the  producer  of  those  famous  Coke  bars  that  are 
much  sought  after  today  and  command  high  prices 

It  is  obvious  that  this  time  period  began  the  sharp  decline  of  art  bar  minting  By 
1981,  art  bars  were  on  the  rise,  totaling  135  bars  minted  1982  looked  slightly 
better  with  a  total  of  145  bars  In  1983,  a  total  of  127  bars  were  made  and  in 
1984,  a  total  of  229  bars  were  minted  1985  was  a  high  point  with  280,  and  in 
1986,  the  total  amount  of  bars  minted  declined  to  160 

Unfortunately,  bars  never  made  their  way  up  to  the  high  numbers  realized  in 
their  heyday  in  1973  and  1974!
